1 . Patentees assigned U.S. Patent Application No. 09/161,770 to Canon

of North Ryde, Australia, in an assignment recorded on December 23, 1998, at Reel 9658/Frame 
0880 (copy attached). 

2. Patentee's attorneys of record submitted a completed Form PTOL-85B 
on February 1 5, 2007 (copy attached), with payment of the issue fee. The Form PTOL-85B 
omits the name of the second assignee, Canon Information Systems Research Australia PTY. 
LTD. The correct Assignee information should read --CANON KABUSHIKI KAISHA, Tokyo 
(JP) and CANON INFORMATION SYSTEMS RESEARCH AUSTRALIA PTY. LTD., North 
Ryde (AU)~ . The failure to include the name of the second assignee on the Form PTOL-85B 
was inadvertent. 

3. Patentee's attorneys of record have filed, concurrently herewith, a 
Certificate of Correction Under Rules 322 and 323 for the subject patent, requesting correction of 
the name of the Assignee, among other corrections. 

RELIEF REQUESTED 
The Commissioner is respectfully requested to waive 37 C.F.R. § 3.81(a) and 
permit the Assignee information to be corrected after issuance of the patent, by granting the 
request for Certificate of Correction and reprinting a new original Letters Patent.
